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Srare Ricurs. —1t was stated in Saturday’s
Gazette that the Governor of Rbtode Islavd
had presented a report of the Chiel Coustable
to the Ssvate of that State relative to the offi-
cial ioterference of a Upited States Mar-
ghal at the recent seizure of liquors which were
under the protection of the State. His message,
which is said to have caused great excitewent,
is in substance as follows:

“Ia the collision between the officers of the
State and the Unpited States I was called upou
by » member of the coustabulary foree auvd 1o-
tormed ot an existiog difficulty, and asked to
inrerfere io the matter. Lt seemed to me, oo
40 exawioation of the faets, thar, slthough
there wae no doubt io my owo mind thatl
wight direct a portion of the military estat-
lishment of the State to sustain the State offi-
cers of law, yet prudepce required that the
question wight better be decided by a court
thao by an intervention of the wilitary. Be-
side, 1 was reluctant to bring the mili:ary (0
an sotagoois:m with the police of the city of
Providence. 1, therefore, directed the constab-
ulary to make oo further effurt to secige the
liquor then beld by the United States marshal
sod chief of the police. As a result, this has
been placarded us a victory on the part of the
Uvited States marshal aod bis deputy. It
seems proper that I should, therefore, say that
pusilaoimity, if aoy, is mwioe, rather thao that
ot the State constabulary, and oblcquy, if any,
is mive. Iagree fully with the universal opioioo
that these attachwments are collusive and a
thinly disguised shum, aod I sharea generai
gense of mortification at the indigoity to which
our Commonwealth was subjected. I re-
alize also the gravity of the situation and
recognize it as our imperative duty to take
measures for an eariy aud proper adjustment
of the question. T'here have been diuoed ioto
our ears for the pastsix mooths threats with
regard to Fort Adams aod revepue cutters;
but,so long as these threats were words and idle
words, they have been treated as such; yet
when it is gravely stated by a respectable and
intellligent jouroal that trovps from Fort Adaws
sod the Uoited States reuenue cutter, Sawuel
Dexter, had been placed at the disposition of
the marshal, it seews proper to ask why is this
done? Whom isit desired to attack? Nota
foreign toe, not a turbulent community in rebe’-
lion. It must be theq for a purpose—waging
war oo the people of the State—a State whose
people, from the date of its settlement, have
been noted for their intelligent conservatism
sud patriotism. It may be improper for this
Loporable body to consider such mepaces, t0
loug as they are meoaces. But now, that the
issue e directly forced, I thiok it ought to re-
ceive your attention. Your prescoce here,
Sevators, is a mockery aod furce, Il'such pro-
ceedings 8s these ure sustained by the Federal
(toverpment your honorable judiciary and ex-
ccutive may as well resign their uffices, and
leave the control and dircotion ot State affairs
to the subordinates of the United States Gov-
eromeont.

“No graver question has beeo forced upon the
State siuco its first settlement. ILtisa vital
questioo, for in it are involved the sovereigoty
of the State and the hormooious relations of
the State with the United States. The littie
State of Rhode Island is entitled on such
points to an equal respect with larger States,
or the Goverowmeot itself, 1 make oo argu-
ment on this question. The wmatter is in the
baods of the General Assewbly, and I am con-
fident it will be adjusted in such a manoer as
to vindicate the hoour of the State and main-
tain the integrity of the laws, I have not the
slightest doubt . that the authorities at Wash-
ington, when this matter is properly communpi-
cated to them, will promptly aod emphatically
condemn and repudiate the proceedings of the
warshal in these premises.’”’

Fur TRaDE.—Very few persons are aware
of the fact that there are shipped North from
Fredericksburg every year the tkios of furred
poimals to the value of from $3,000 to $4,000,
They consist chicfly of the skios of rabbits—
old field hares, is the usual term here—foxes,
minx, raccoons, the musquash or muskrat, and
occasionally the otter. Lhere has been scot
North the present season from this market
25,000 rabbit skins. Last scason there were
sbout 30,000. Thisis certainly a large num-
ber, and but for the fact that we have the fig-
ures we should have been inclined to doubt the
statement. The usual returns per season, are,
of otter, some balf dozen, of minx, about 250;
musk-rats from 800 to 1,000; raccooms from
300 to 600, foxes, gray and red, about 200.
For maoufacturiog purposes, furs are classificd
as felted aod dressed. The bare and rabbit are
felted furs, and are used for hats and other
felted fabrics, io which the hairs or filaments
are made 80 to interlace or entangle as to form
a very stroog aod close plexus. The removal
of the fur from the felt is a necessary prelimi-
pary to the preparation of fur for felting pur-
poses—the loog outer hairs being discarded.—

Fredericksburg Herald.

A CoLoRED “‘JUBILEE SINGER."--In this
flper last week a pews paragraph appeared to
he effeot that Isaso P. Dickerson, one of the
polored J ubilee Singers of Nashville, has eo-
tered the University at Edinburg, Scotland,
This young colored man was owoed by Col. J.
F. Keot, of Wythe county., Va., the father-
io law of Mr. Geo. M. Harrison, of this city.
He was a faithful servant, and went through
the war-with his master, and at its close went
to Nashville, where ‘he eotered the colored
University, and from there went out with the
‘Jubilee Siogers.”” At the close of bis tour
North he announced in a public speech that
he was about goiog to Yirginia to visit his ‘old
master,” which excited so much apprehension
smong his bearers that prayers were offered for
bis safe returo from tbe perilous pilgrimage.
Ho was a taithful sod respectful servant, and
Ml bis lito showed s decided preference for
'};blz words,”’” annoflocing the commonest

ouschold affairs in words of fearful size. He
oustantly corresponds with his late master,and
Rives him a record of kis life. He is a genu-
loe negro in appearance, and about 28 years of
age.— Staunton Vindicatar.
